-metal in the souvenir was 


procured by melting and blending 
the two war cannons donated to the 
Citizen's Committee of Louisville 
by an Act of Congress, February 
28, 1895. 
The cannons were ship- 


ped from the Rock Island arsenal 
reaching Louisville, May Hth 
They were escorted through the 
principal streets with great honors. 
Both were in actual service in the- 
civil war, one on the Union and 
the other on the Confederate side. 
The Union gun was made by N. P. 
Ames of Springfield, Mass., in 
1842, and the Confederate gun by 
Leeds & Co.. New Orleans, La., in 
1862. 


The upper part of the medal is 


the figure of a horse and immedi- 
ately below this is a flat piece of 
metal upon which are stamped a 
barrel and a spray of the tobacco 
plant separated by the letters G. 
A. R. The horse represents the 
famous horse-raising State of Ken- 
tucky, the barrel the famous "Blue- 
grass" whiskey and the tobacco, 
the extra fine article of Kentucky. 


Below this is a round piece of 


metal upon which has been stamp- 
ed a Union and a Confederate sol- 
dier in the act of shaking hands. 
The words "United we stand, 
divided we fall," stand out prom- 
inently. 


The encampment at Louisville 


was the first ever held south of 
Dixie's line, and for that reason it 
was deemed appropriate for the 
occasion to blend the cannon of 
the north and south as the emblem 
of the existence of good feeling.

SUGGESTED BY A LAND HOLDER. 


Increased Expense With a Stationary 


Eevenue--A Higher Tax Levy for 
Two Years—The Stability of Gov- 
ernment—A Merchant's Views, Etc 


Some complaints have been made 


by individuals against what they 
consider an exorbitant tax rate in 
Hawaii, and the complaint is made 
probably without giving the matter 
any real consideration or compar- 
ing the tax rate here with that of 
localities, in the United States. 


Among some people the opinion 


prevails that in order to meet the 
expenses incurred during the Jan- 
uary revolution, and again on ac- 
count of suppression of cholera, 
that a much higher rate will have 
to be fixed this year. 


A prominent business man and 


large holder of real estate remarked 
to a reporter for the ADVERTISER 
yesterday: 


" I am in favor of an increased 


tax rate, say for the next two years, 
in order that the Government may 
be placed on a "sounder financial 
basis. I do not mean that the 
higher rate shall continue indefi- 
nitely, because I do not consider it 
necessary. Two years from this 
time matters will be in a more set- 
tled condition and the expenses of 
the Government will have been cut 
down to a really normal figure, and 
it will not require the same amount 
of money to support it. It would 
be very nice if we could have a 
large surplus in the treasury, but I 
do not think it advisable io burden 
the people with taxation in order 
to secure it. 


"What do I mean by a 'normal 


figure?' 
Why, 
considerably below 


what it is now, and it will come 
through a reduction in the expenses 
of certain departments, and when 
the expense of the entire Govern- 
ment is not larger than the revenue 
the finances of the Government 
will be in such shape that the 
lead of that department will not be 
jeld responsible for the difficulty 
that is experienced at times to 
meet current expenses." 


"But suppose at the end of two 


years the Government, through 
four scheme for increasing the 
.axes, is not more stable, what will 


3 your remedy then?" 
"Continue the rate for another 


wo years," promptly replied the 


In 1H50 the amount raised was 
$109,874 13 and in 1895 the amount 
raised was 1745,949 52. The in- 
crease in amount raised with a re- 
duction in the levy is accounted 
for, of course, in two ways—the 
increase in population and the 
natural increase in the value of the 
property. The rate is governed en- 
tirely by circumstances. It should 
be the same here." 


" But, would not this increase 


in taxation cause dissatisfaction 
among the residents generally ? 


" Only among the people who 


are crying down the government— 
people whose loyalty is 'governed 
by the amount of business they get 
out of it; men who growl if they 
get no business, and by the others 
who occasionally have to wait three 
months to collect their accounts 
against the various departments. 
And that reminds me. The busi- 
ness of this country is done prac- 
tically on a three months basis. If 
I buy a-bill of goods the first of 
January, the man I buy from does 
not expect pay for them before the 
15th of April. If I should go into 
his store and pay him the face of 
the invoice thirty days after the 
date of purchase, it would be a sur- 
prise to him. Very few men want 
to surprise people they buy from 
even if they have the money, conse- 
quently they take advantage of the 
system of quarterly accounts. 3ut 
what was the result when Mr. 
Damon introduced the prevailing

Probable Changes in Laws, 


It is rumored that an official of 


the Government is drafting a bill 
which will materially change the 
passport regulations of the Islands 
as well as the credit system in 
vogue here. As matters now stand 
a man can go into debt to what- 
ever extent a merchant sees 'fit to 
allow him, but if, through lack of 
funds, he is unable to settle his in- 
debtedness and wants to leave the 
country his passport can be stopped 
upon notification to the customs 
authorities. 


Under the new law if a man 


can show beyond question that he 
has no money to pay his bills, and 
can prove that he has only enough 
to take him out of the country and 
he is desirous of so doing he will 
be allowed to depart. 


Some years ago an attempt was 


made to do away with the credit 
system, but the attempt failed. If 
the plan mentioned above should 
really become a law it is probable 
the system will 
be materially 


changed.

Although 
the day was anything but auspicious 
In the forenoon, it cleared up in the 
afternoon, so that some forty or fifty 
fair women and brave men joined in 
the reception and dance given on 
board. The vessel was made very at- 
tractive by the bright green and vari- 
colored foliage everywhere wrough 
Into pretty and graceful decorations 
Handsome palms set off with grace 
the several nooks and corners they 
occupied, and tbe stars and stripes 
were appropriately draped on the 
sides of the vessel.

or tariff system, and they were 
deeply interested in seeing to it 
that "something was done" to set 
the matter right. As soon as busi- 
ness begins to recover to its nor- 
mal conditions, either from lack 
of 
desire or the 
feeling that 


the problem has been solved, the 
public displays an apathy that is 
tar from encouraging. 


:Here we have a revelation of a 


weakness and a vice in our public 
opinion," says the N. Y. Journal of 


iommerce. "The weakness lies in a 
iack of courage in the enforcement 
of high principles of public policy; 
;he vice consists in setting conven- 
.ence above right and truth. 
Our 


one object is to make money. We 
can find no time for strengthening 
our social structure, nor for abro- 
gating effete laws, nor for adapting 
our institutions and methods to the 
progress of the times, nor for purg- 
ing from our financial and indus- 
trial systems rottenness and dan- 
gers that imperil the national pros- 
perity and 
safety. 
So long as 


trade is good' all is well and the 
most urgent reforms are left to the 
'theorists' and enthusiasts, as some- 
thing beneath the aspirations of 
men of business. When, now and 
;hen, there comes from the depths 
an explosion of the results of bad 
egislation, we catch a glimpse of 
the abnormal forces at work be- 
neath the surface, and are seized 
with the most virtuous resolves to 
do some wholesale reconstruction; 
>ut the moment the startling phe- 
nomena disappear, we again cease 
o trouble ourselves 
about 
the 


;hings that beget catastrophe. The 
result of all this is an ignorant, 
weak and ineffective public opinion; 
and yet public opinion is supposed 
to be the governing power of the 
Republic." 


Even in this little country there 


s a disposition to allow matters to 
,ake their course and hope for the 
jest in the final outcome. " We 
lave always landed on our feet, 
and we always will," is an easy way 
of dismissing matters that do not 


ppear to require immediate atten- 
ion, and, being easy, it is too often 
resorted to by men who in private 
)usiness affairs are credited with 
ooking well into the future.

The twenty-six Chinese laborers 


from the Coptic who refused to go 
to the plantations were arrested 
yesterday afternoon and taken to 
the station house by order of the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs.

charge against these men is the 
violation of section 1 of chapter 80 
of the laws of 1892, which provides 
that Chinese entering the country 
must'confine themselves to agricul- 
tural pursuits. Their refusal to 
sign contracts is based on the sup 
position that they will sooner or 
later be allowed to land in Hono 
lulu, and take up any line of work 
that suit their fancy. 
They havi 


evidently been influenced by threi 
malcontents, and after being separ 
ated from them for a short time 
about twenty of the laborers signi 
fied their willingness to go to the 
plantation.

that he was very close to having his

The question of a challenge has been

Colonel Dick Wiu 
tersmith of Kentucky, Colonel Sam 
Donaldson of Tennessee and Colonel 
Philip Thomp-on of Kentucky have 
finally decided that Senator Buck- 
burn will not be Justified in shooting 
Lieut.Young on sight, aa the latter did 
not slap Senator Blackburn's face 
with bis open band, but did punch 
him in the nose with bis clinched fist 
the former being a blow not inteodec 
to do physical injury, while the latte 
blow was calculated merely to Injure 
physical feelings, but not the sensi- 
bilities.

A new trial will not be granted on the 


ground that a mixed jury was not 
drawn alternately as directed by the 
statute, no objection having been taken 
to the method of drawing until after 
the jurors had been examined on their 
voir dire and accepted, and the party 
afterwards objecting 10 such drawing 
not having been prejudiced thereby. 


Tenants were Jiving ou an ahupuaa of land 


by perm'ssion of the c i<?f 01 konohiki 
under the old tenure previous to the 
Land Commission, tiuch possession is 
presumed to continue to be permissive 
after the award of title to the owner of 
the ahupuna, unless acts are shown 
which would render the possession ad- 
verse. 


The defendants contend that the record 


disclosed a .joint judgment against 
them, whereas thei. occupation was 
separate. Held, as the point did ii'.i 
come to the Appellate Court in the b'll 
of exceptions, it cannot be considered. 


OPINION OF THE COUBT BY JUDD, C. J 


For a statement of the plaintiff1* 
title eee Dowsett v. Maukeala et al., 9 
Haw. 233. Ou the last trial of this 
case the 
Circuit Judge presiding 
charged the jury that the evidence 
showed that toe entry of the defend- 
ants or their ancestors was a permis- 
sive one, they holding subject .to the 
chief or konohiki and that there was 
no evidence to establish their posses- 
sion as adverse' to the plain iff, and 
the jury returned a verdict for plaintiff 
without leaving their seats. The case 
conies to UH on a bill of exceptions. 
The first part of the bill is objection- 
able because not exhibiting in detail 
the various exceptions taken-during 
the trial, but referring to them as to 
appear in the stenographer's notes 
when prepared. See our decision OD 
euch a bill of exceptions ID Kapua 
kela v. laea, filed July 26 1895, and in 
De Fraga v Portuguese Mutual Ben. 
Boo., filed October 18, 1893. 
As this bill was allowed before a 


decision of this Court upon this ques 
tion, we consider the only point raised 
in this connection. The case called 
for a mixed jury. The defendants' 
counsel claims that the trial court 
erred in not drawing the names of the 
Hawaiian and foreign jurors alter- 
nately from the box. The clerk's 
minutes do not agree in every respect 
with the notes of tbe stenographer. 
We account for this from the omission 
of tbe stenographer to note, in the dia 
cussions between the Court aud the 
counsel for defendants, Mr. Rosa, all 
that transpired. The best conclusion 
we can come to is that tbe objec- 
tion to the court's allowing the 
jury to 
be drawn 
as 
it 
was, 
that is, 
all 
the six Hawatians 
first and then six foreigners, was not 
formally made until after they bad 
been sworn on their voir dire and 
accepted. Without deciding whether 
the statute which prescribes that the 
mixed jury must be drawn alternately 
(Compiled Laws, p. 359) is mandatory 
or directory, we bold that the objec- 
tion was waived by accepting the j ury. 
Counsel, if he insisted upon the objec 
tloD, should have moved tbat tbe jury 
be discharged and a new jury drawn. 
We cannot find tbat tbe method pur- 
sued by the court prejudiced the de- 
fendants in any way, and we overrule 
tbe exception on this point. 


Tbe Judge's charge is as follows: 
"Gen tie men of the jury, this is tbe 
third trial of tbis case, tbe first trial 
being before Judge Whiting, for which 
a verdict for tbe defendants was ren- 
dered. A new trial was granted by 
Judge Whltiug and his order was 
sustained by tbe Supreme Court, and 
the decision of tbe Supreme Court in 
that case has now become tbe law in 
this case. Tbe trial which took place 
before myself in November resulted 
in a disagreement; at that time the 
plaintiff asked for instructions which 
practically amounted to tbe statement 
of the law of (he case aa rendered by 
tbe Supreme Court, but for fear that 
there had been evidence different from 
tbe triuj upon which tbe decision of 
the Supreme Court bad been based, I 
decliued0 to give the Instructions 
askfd for and seut the case tot the jury. 
After a more careful review of the 
evidence in the 
former cases and 


strict attention to the evidence as 
given in this case, I am inclined to 
tbe opinion that my giving the case 
to the jury in tbe former tpial was 
error under the Instructions which I 
did give. 
Tbe plaintiff in this case has shown 


you by a direct chain of paper title 
that be is tbe owner of tbia portion of 
tbe ahupuaa of Halawa; those docu- 
ment* are jprima facie evidence of 
their contents aud would vest the 
title in tbe plaintiff subject to any 
adverse possession which tbe defend- 
ants might have shown you. 


Adverse possession is of twoor three 


qualities; first, where a man goes into 
possession under a paper title with a 
claim of title; second, by oral agree- 
ment; 
thiri', as a mere usurper. 


Where tbe occupation has been with 
tbe permission of tbe owner of the 
laud, in order tbat adverse possession 
may begin to run it is necessary that 
some direct notice tie given to tbe 
owner that the occupier is holding 
hostile to himself. 


The statute of limitations which is 


the basis of adverse claims, li in the 
nature of a penalty and Is never en- 
forced unless It is shown that the 
owner? of the land have slept upon 
their rights for the period of twenty 
years. 


f feel compelled to Instruct you as a 


matter of law, that the evidence has 
shown that tho entry of these persons 
or their ancestors was a permissive 
one; 
that they held subject to the 


chief or honohlki, anrl that there is 
no evidence to establish adverse pos- 
session in this case, the defendants 
having failed to occupy the land noto 
rlouxly and completely, — rontlnu- 
ously for the requisite period of twenty 
years adver-ely to tbe claim of the 
plaintiff." 
Tbe defendants claim that the court 


erred In relying upon the original per 
missive entry of tbe defendants' an 
cestora, such permissive entry ante 
dating tbe award of tbe Laud Com- 
mission under which 
the pluiutin" 
claims. Tbe argument is made that 
as adverse possession prior to an 
award of the Laud Conarninalou cau- 
uot be taoUed ou to adverse posses- 
sion subsequent to that date in order 
to make out the full period of twenty 
years (Kanaina vs. long 3 Haw. R. 
332) so tbe adverse possession cannot 
be defeated by permissive acts or pos- 
session or entries 
antedating the 


award. In other words the possession 
of a person living on laud by peruils 
elou of tbe chief before he obtained a 
paper title to the laud cannot be con- 
sidered iu law as continuing to have 
this permissive nature. 


We cannot agree with this couten 


tion. The Laud Commission was a 
court and bad full jurisdiction to set- 
tle all claims to land, whether by 
claimants of the larger divisions of 
laud as divided iu ancient times by 
name, or by the' hoaaiuas or natives 
living ou the lauds under tbe chiefs. 
If tbe Land Commission expired aud 
tbe hoaaiuas or native tenants neg- 
lected to present their claims for the 
parcels of tbe laud which they desired 
and for which they would ordinarily 
be awarded a kuleaua title, showing 
merely their occupation of the same 
as a foundation for it, we think they 
must be considered as content with 
their prior status as tenants by permis- 
sion of tbe land owner. Such tenancy 
would therefore, io law, be consid- 
ered as continuing uutil'souie act of 
theirs changed their holding from tbe 
permissive nature to one of an adverse 
or hostile nature. Tbe evidence shows 
tbat tbe defendants thought they had 
a right to the land because they bad 
lived on it so loug. 


Tbe legislation in behalf of the 


native tenants was extremely liberal. 
We cat! especial attention to an Act 
passed on the 6th August, 1850, where 
fee simple titles free of commutation 
were authorized to be granted to all 
native tenants or hoaainas for the 
land occupied and improved by them 
whether the same were portions of 
government lauds or land held by the 
king or any chief or konobiki. House 
lots, not in Honolulu, Labaiua or 
Hilo, not exceeding one quarter of an 
acre, were authorized to be granted 
and the cultivated grou-nd or kalo 
lands were limited to those actually 
cultivated by tbe applicant. In Oui 
v. Meek, 2 Haw. 87, this Court held 
tbat the Act repealed the former leg- 
islation and the ancient tenure, but in 
tbe 7th section preserved to the peo- 
ple, whether hoaainas by ancient 
custom or kuleaua holders, certain 
specific rights as to take firewood, 
bouse timoer, thatch, &c., for their 
own use. Judge Robertson says tbat 
this Act had for one of its purposes 
''the protecting tbe hoaainas in tbe 
enjoyment of certain rights therein 
enumerated as against tbe sweeping 
operation of tbe kouobikia' alludd*! 
titles." In Haalelea v. Montgomery, 
Id. 62, tbe court held that tbe sale of a 
portion of an abupuaa gave to tbe 
grantee as a tenant or boaaina of the 
ahupuaa a common right of pi scary in 
the fishing ground adjacent; and that 
in the meaning of tbe law regulating 
fisheries, a tenant was any one occu- 
pying "lawfully" 
any portion of tbe 
abupuaa. 
The argument might be made that 


tbe grant of these specific rights, at- 
tached to all persons living ou any 
abupuaa, whether kuleaua holders or 
not was inconsistent with their hold- 
ing as tenants at will of the land 
owner. 
This use of the word "lawful" shows 


tbat tbe court did n t intend to hold 
tbat any person living without right 
on the abupuaa whether a kuleaua 
bolder or not, bad the specific rights 
granted to tbe people. 
To entitle a 
person to such rights he must be a 
•'lawful" occupier, tbat is, have some 
title whether by being the holder of a 
kuleana, or having purchased a por- 
tion of the abupuaa, as w is tbe case 
by ore tbe court, or by some other law- 
ful tenure. Now, if tbe hoaaiua so 
called, without paper title by kule- 
ana, remains on tbe land after bis per 
missive occupancy has ceased either 
by notice to quit or by his own act 
of refu»iug to attorn, be cannot be 
considered as being a "lawful occu- 
pier" and entitled to the specific 
rights of tbe people above set forth. 
It seems to us tbat these specific 
rights on an abupuaa must be con 
fined to those who have lawful right 
to reside there whether upon kule- 
anas or by the will of the owner. To 
eay that the old tenancy by will of the 
chief or konohiki became an adverse 
holding as soon as the chief or kono- 
biki received uis title to the land and 
thin without notice on the tenant's 
part tbat be held thenceforth adverse- 
ly, would gi?e such person holding 
thereafter for twenty years, to all in- 
tents-aud purposes, at perfect a title 
to tbe laud he held as if be bad ap- 
plied for and received a fee simple 
title therefor and he thus be saved 
tbe expense of procuring such title. 
Tbe law did not 
intend tbus to 


favor those who slept upon their 
rights. 


By the evidence tbe holding of 


these defendants became adverse in 
1885 when they refused to pay rent. 
The statute began to run then. This 
suit interrupts it. 
We think the 


Judge's charge was right and was 
warranted bj tbe evidence. 
The last point to be considered is 


that tbe rtcord discloses that a Joint 
judgment has been obtained against 
defendants who lived separate and 
apart from each other upon the same 
abui'Ua* not claiming jointly or as 
tenants in common; but ear-h for him- 
self on a distinct portion of the ahu- 
puaa acquired by him, it may he of 
tbe s-ame grantor, but at different 
times and under different circum 
stances. 
Tbis point, not having been raised 


at the trial below and not being certi- 
fied to us in the hill of exceptions, we 
do not feel at liberty to consider. 


We overrule the exceptions. 
C. Brown for plaintiff; W. A. Kin- 


ney for defendant.".

The title to a newspaper, the "Evening 


Bulletin, with wtnsti is incorporated the 
Independent." is uot infringed upon by 
the publication of a newspaper entitled 
"The Independent." 


Property in a trade-mark cannot be ac- 


quired or retained mdoendently of the 
article which the trade-mark symbol- 
izes. 


Intentional abandonment of the use of a 


trade-mark is intention of the abandon- 
ment of the right to the trade-mark. 


OPINION OF THE COURT BY JUDD, C. J. 


A. V. Gear was the proprietor of a 


newspaper called tbe "lud-peudent." 
B. L. Finney was the proprietor of a 
newspaper called the "Evening Bul- 
letin." On the 17th June last these 
two persons formed a partnership, 
merged the two papers into one and 
tbe partnership published a news- 
paper under the title "Evening Bul- 
letin with which, is incorporated the 
Independent." The defendants there- 
after published a newspaper under tbe 
title " Tbe Independent." 


The plaintiffs' bill against defend- 
ants »lleges inter alia tbat tbe plain- 
tiff Gear secured a "copyright" for 
the title of the newspaper the "Even- 
ing Bulletin with which is incorpo- 
rated tbe Independent," and applied 
for but failed to secure copyright for 
the title "The Independent"; that 
Gear is the original author of tbe title 
tbe "Evening Bulletin with which Is 
incorporated the Independent"; tbat 
OD the 24th June last tbe defendants 
published a newspaper called "Tbe 
Independent," though notified by 
plaintiffs tbat they would consider <.t i 
an infringement of their copyright, 
and >hat they had never abandoned 
the title "The Independent," but in- 
tended to preserve tbe same for them- 
selves in their newspaper business, 
aud plaintiffs pray that tb« defend- 
ants may be enjoined from publishing 
any newspaper under tbe title "The 
Independent.'^ 


The defendants demurred and the 


demurrer was sustained by Circuit 
Judge Cooper on tbe points tbat the 
bill shows no infringement and shows 
an abandonment of tbe title " The 
Independent." The case comes to us 
on these points a Tone, the plaintiffs 
waiving other points which were 
ruled in their favor. 


A few principles of law may here be 


stated. The right to a trade-mark Is 
founded upon possession and posses- 
sion rests upon tbe mere act of adop- 
tion aud use. Browne on tbe law of 
trade marks, Sec. 46, and cases cited. 
Registration of a trade-mark is not 
essential to its ownership nor to the 
right to sue for au infringement, 
one object of the statute of regis- 
tration being to afford a conven- 
ient method of proving an adop- 
tion of tbe trademark; that Is, it 
affords prima facie evidence of owner- 
ship 
A newspaper title merely does 


uot seem to be au appropriate subject 
of copyright aud therefore the copy- 
righting by the plaintiffs of the title 
to their newspaper cuts no figure in 
tbis case 
Each publication 
itself 


may be the subject of copyright, but 
not tbe title distinct from the subject 
matter of publication. 
"Tbe title of a 


newspaper may possess all the charac- 
teriitics of a trade-mark when the 
same is a newly coined term or an ar- 
bitrary symbol; but tbat is generally 
not so." Browne, dec. 547. 
There are numerous cases in which, 


courts of equity have enjoined the use 
of a title of a newspaper which.bears 
such a similarity to the title of another 
paper which has tbe right to it as a 
trade-mark tbat tbe casual reader, 
not the close observer, would not 
readily distinguish between the two 
and would be likely to be deceived or 
misled into purchasing the one for tbe 
other. To show infringement identity 
ia DOC essential; similarity is i-uffl- 
cient. 32 Fed. B. 94 
A few of the 


eases we now citp. 
Tbe "Evening Post" was not a suffi- 


cient infringement on the "Morning i 
Post" to entitle plaintiffs to an iujuuc-l 
tiou. Borthwick v. Evening Post, 87 \ 
Cb. Div. 449

We are not favored upon any alle- 


gation ia tbe bill with a view of the 
two papers so as to ascertain by In- 
spection whether they are so similar 
iu title, size, paper, type, method of 
folding, etc., as to mislead tbe casual 
observer. 
We have to pass upon the 


naked allegations in the bill setting 
out the r spective titles. 
We find 


that they are certainly not idem 
sonans 
Nor would one desiring to 


buy the "Evening Bulletin, with 
which is incorporated the Indepen- 
dent," be likely to be deceived into 
buying "The Independent" instead of 
the former. 


Upon tbe f»ce of tbe bill we fall to 


fl d an infringement of the title of the 
plaintiff's present newspaper. 
Bat 


the pluintiffa claim in argument that 
they still o<vu the title, as a trade 
mark, of their former paper, "The Inde- 
pendent," and they have never aban j 
doned It. There is no exact averment 
In the hill that they own this title, 
but It may be Inferred from other alle- ' 
gallons. If the plalntiffi still own tbe ' 
trade mark, "The Independent," then 
the publication of the defendant's pa 
per is an Infringement, for the tit lea ' 
are identical 
The question remains, < 


therefore, do the plaintiffs still own 
this t'ade-mark or have they lost It 
by 
abandonment? 
A trade-mark 


maybe loet by voluntary abandon- 
ment. Mere inm- user Is not abandon- 
ment. But intentional abandonment 
of the use of a trade-mark Is Intention 
of the abandonment of the rujhi to 
tbe trade-mark. Property in a trade 
mark cannot be acquired «or retained 
Independently of the article which it 
symbolizes. It differs from a copy- 
right or a, patent, for the owner of 
these may retain them, though lie 
may have abandoned all intention to 
make 
use 
of 
them.

457, "It Is the actual uae 
of the trade-mark affixed to the mer- 
chandise of the manufacturer and this 
alone which can impart to it tbe ele 
nient of property " Judge Wallace 
in Atlantic Milling Co. v. Robiusou 
et al. 20 Fed. R. 218, sajp, "Tbe right 
to tbe exclusive use of a word or sym 
bol as a trade mark in inseparable 
from the rigut to make aud sell tbe 
commodity which it has been appro- 
priate^ to designate as tbe production 
or article of the proprietor. It may 
be- abandoned if the business of the 
proprietor is abandoned." 


Tbe bill 
in our opinion shows 
deliberate abandon men t of the publi- 
cation of tbe old "Independent" and 
tbe use of that name as a trade-mark 
—but With the intention to retain the 
ownership of the mark itself. This, 
as we have seen, is impossible. 


The authorities do not consider 
mere suspension of the manufacuret 
of an article without evidence of an 
intention to abaudou as sufficient to 
destroy the right. Crowley v. Light- 
fowler, Law Reports, 2 Ch. 478. "It 
Would be absurd to suppose that a 
person lost bis trade-mark by not put- 
ting more goods ou the market when 
it was glutted." 
Mousou & Co. v. 
Boebm, id. 26 Ch. Div. 408. 


But the bill shows not merely the 


non user by plaintiff of tne newspaper 
"Tbe Independent" but the publish- 
ing of a different paper with a differ- 
ent title, which teems to us to show 
Intention to abandon the title "Tbe 
Independent.'' 
We think the de- 


murrer was properly sustained. Ap- 
peal dismissed.
